ities,

step,’ the association’s investigation 
last year of the first mortgage bond 
business, the resolution called atten- 
tion to investment trust securities, 
“a comparatively new type of security 
which has been offered to the public 
in vast quantities durifig the 
year,” and expressed the belief that 
the organization “should complete its 
work by making a thorough investi- 
gation of all types of securities in- 
cluding so-called general  .aarket se- 
curities and industrial securities.” 

The president was authorized by 
the measure to appoint a committee 
tv make the inquiry. 

Another, resolution adopted called 
upon stock exchanges to require from 
industries listing their stock fer pub- 
lie sale quarterly reports “which will 
reflect the true, financial condition

Extension Plan 


Given Setback 


Washington, October 6—(#)—An 
adverse recommendation was made to- 


day to the interstate commerce com- 
mission on the enttre project. of the 
Piedmont and Northern railroad to 
build 128 miles of new line along the 
South Carolina-North Carolina border. 

A commission examiner, Haskell C. 
Davis, assigned to investigate the 
Piedmont company’s proposals and the 
protests of steam railroad lines against 
the extensions, advised the commission 
to reject the Piedmont application 
completely on the ground that its new 
construction is unnecessary, not in 
the publie interest and likely to be 
harmful to established transportation 
interests, 

One of the extensions planned by the 
Piedmont company runs from Spartan- 
burg to Gastonia, 53 miles and a sec- 
ond runs from Charlotte to Winston- 
Salem, a distance of 75 miles. The 
Southern railroad and other carriers 
protested that the line was unneces- 
sary and further asserted that the 
Duke Power interests controlling the 
Piedmont company desired to build the 
railroad largely for the purpose of con- 
trolling traffic.

Blind eyes were turned on Judge 


John D. Humphries in Fulton superior 
court and a gaunt head was bowed in 
mute consent to the verdict of life im- 
prisonment. 

Redwine waged no legal battle for 
freedom, but gratefully accepted the 
services of H. A. Allen, Atlanta at- 
torney appointed by the court to plead 
his case. 

The story of his crime goes back 
to July 2, iast, when the husband 
and father of four turned upon the 
wife he had wedded at the age of 
12 and fatally slashed her across the 
throat with a pocket knife. 

According to the aged mother of 
the slain woman, ' 
screaming from the house with a 
white apron clutched to her throat 
Within the little dwelling, near the 
Utoy intersection of the old Last 
Point road, Redwine then turned a 
pistol on himself.

Tanks Swing Into Action. 


Horse artillery with new guns laid 
down a perfect barrage much to the 
discomfiture of the proving ground 
woods several miles away.

The presidents of the United States 
for many years past have known and 
admitted that fact. Every intelligent 
senator and representative in congress 
has known the fact and knows it now.

Not 
to abate the pet by ome jot or 
tittle, we are willing te compromise 
for the sake of temporary peace on 
the position taken by a good authority 
on dental hygiene, Dr. Joseph Head, 
whp tells the world that the tooth- 
brush should not be over 1 1-2 inches 
long and the bristles should not be 
over 1-4 inch long, but the handle 
hould be long and large enough to 
afford a firm grip to the hand. 

Most toothbrushes have bristle 
long enough to serve fairly well for 
brushing out one’s tonsils or perhaps 
sweeping up ones esophagus. Dr. 
Head implies that the use of such a 
brush is something like dancing the 
shimmy—considerable commotion but 
that’s all. Long bristles. by increasing 
the pivoting are of each bristle, re- 
duce the bristle friction produced by 
movement of the brush. It is bristle 
friction alone that cleanses the teeth 
and gums during the process of 
brushing. This unromantic physician 
dentist specialist figures the thing 
out very plainly. He finds that 
bristles one-half inch long can pivot 
three-eighths inch each way without 
bristle friction. there is a one- 
ine: stroke (the room. in the average 
mouth), the bristle friction stroke 
with half-inch bristles would be only 
one-quarter inch and if, as frequently 
happens, the toothbrush stroke is 
only three-fourths inch, there is no

Dr. Head's movement is too compli- 
cated for my low brow— it is described 
and pictured in detail in his excellent 
little “Everyday Mouth Hygiene” pub- 
lished by Saunders, Philadelphia. 

I favor shorter bristles and shorter 
hours of torture with the toothbrush. 
The shorter the better, I firmly be- 
lieve. 

Dr. Head says 
dental floss and 


the regular use of

a short bristle toothbrush, without 
any dentifrice or mouth wesh, will 
clear up some cases of gum infection 
in a few weeks. Scrubbing the gums, 
as well as the teeth, with short stiff 
bristles, stimulates and makes firm 
and brings about healing of ulcers or 
small canker sores on » A char- 
latan forced his way into Dr. Head's 
office and delivered his monolog: 
“Doctor, this tooth paste is niost 
useful for the cure of the small canker 
sores that so often come on the cheek 
and gums. All you have to do is to 
put a little of this paste on the tooth- 
brush and brush it thoroughly into 
the gums.” “But,"’ the doctor inter- 
posed, “won't the sores get well if 
they are brushed with the toothbrush 
and water?” “Why, yes, the drummer 
answered, with a sickly smile, “but 
that is not usually known.’”’ And I'd 
like to tell the world, if I ever get a 
chance, that the drummer said a 
mouthful. 

Dr. Head advises persons with soft 
or bleeding gums to soak the brush in 
hot water to soften the bristles at 
first. After a while the gums become 
harder under brushing and then it is 
not necessary to soften the bristles.

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New York, October 6.—(/)—Presi- 
dent Wilson is called “that ass” and 
the civil and military chiefs of the 
allied nations are classified as “fools” 
in extracts of the diary of the late 
Field Marshal Sir Henry Wilson. The 


extracts appear in the biography of 
Sir Henry, written by Major General 
Sir C. E. Callwell and published to- 
day by Charles Scribner's Sons. 

The book ¢@arries a revelation by 
Sir Henry that England was making 
ready in 1910 for the war it expected 
to fight with France against Germany 
on Belgian territory, and that arrange- 
ments even to the landing of troops 
were being made then. ° 

The diary says General Pershing 
openly ridiculed “the league of peace.” 

Sir Henry was chief of the imperial 
general staff of the British army in 
the last year of the conflict. In June, 


1922, he was assassinated on the

doorstep of his London home by twe 
inn Feiners. 

“If President Wilson has any sense 
he will go back to America as soon 
as he can,” the field marshal wrote 
of the meeting at the Quai D’Orsay 
in 1919. “Today Wilson was rather 
tiresome and@® Lloyd George was 
asleep.” 

The diarist ridiculed the American 
president’s plan for the punishment of 
any country declaring war, even if 
it were a rightful war, and the pro 
posal that would give a Czecho-Slova- 
kian opinion equal weight with that of 
Britain in a league matter involving 
naval questions. 

“I was introduced to President Wil- 
son and had a ten minutes’ talk,” 
the diary says. “He did not impress 
me in the least.”

“Good bye.” he said in English, 
waving to three American newspaper 
correspondents, who were permitted to 
witness the execution. 

The line of soldiers before him 
fired, and he fell backwards. 

Physicians, rushing to Quijano, 
found him still breathing, although 
two bullets were lodged near his 
heart. 

They motioned towards the execu- 
tion squad, and a soldier stepped for- 
ward with his rifle,,to fire, at scorch- 
ing range, the “coup de grace.” This 
bullet pierce the heart. — 

Accused of Treason. 

A court-martial of eight officers 
sat throughout the night trying 
He was accused 
of joining a rebel leader, General 
Hector Almada. 

Later Quijano had deserted fram 
Almada’s force and surrendered to 
the government troops with his men. 

Quijano protest his innocence. 
He testified that he was asleep at 


when an officer informed him at day- 
break Sunday that Almada and his 
troops—the ones that deserted from 
the Mexico City garrison—had arrived. 


Forced To Obey. 


Quijano pleaded that Almada was 
his superior officer, and that he was 
forced to obey orders in joining the 
rebels. At the first opportunity, he 
said. he deserted them. 

The court refused to accept his 
plea, and around dawn he was pro- 
nounced guilty of treason. 

His aide, Lieutenant Colonel Flor- 
ence Anitua, was sentenced with him. 

Quijano’s execution was set for 11 
a. ™. 

The convicted man was taken out 
into a courtyard at that hour. Five 
hundred treops were ranged on three 
sides, 

He disapproved of their distance 
from him, and motioned them to come 
nearer. 

As it happened. his apparent con- 
cern over the soldiers’ position was 
justified, for even after they had ap- 
proached closer to him their volley 
failed to kill him instantly. 

Conditions generally seemed to be 
normalizing today and citizens took it 
for granted that the rebellion, to all in- 
tents. Was over. 

Going to his death with a smile was 
typical of Quijano’s conduct through- 
out the last 12 hours of his life. 


Drinks More Beer. 


His trial, which began at midnight 
and ended with the sentence of death 
at 7 a. m., did not disturb his calm. 
He sat before his superiors alter- 
nately smoking cigarettes and drinking 
beer. When the verdict was read he 
merely smiled and lifted another stein 
of beer as though drinking to his own 
health. 

When taken back to his cell the 
rebel general asked for newspapers 
and sat down to read the stories of his 
trial. 

At 10 a. m. he was placed in the 
military ambulance which was to carry 
him to the firing school and death. 
Members of his family and reporters 
followed the ambulance across town. 
The car in which the doomed general 
rode moved so swiftly that other ma- 
chines in the procession searcely could 
keep up. The strange line of automo- 
biles attracted little attention as they 
passed through the streets. 

Arriving at the school of fire, Qui- 
jano dismounted from his ambulance 
and chatted animatedly with his cap- 
tors. Occasionally he laughed so that 
his voice could be heard above the clat- 
ter of the marching soldiers who were 
drawing up in formation for the ex- 
ecution. 

Takes His Position. 


Quijano marched with a military 
briskness into the patio where he was 
to be shot and took up his position. 

The firing squad, commanded by 
Captain Carlos Urrutia, consisted of 
six men. 

Quijano wore military boots, a

seems to me that you also would have 
planned your getaway.” 

“Your youth excuses you for the 
question you have asked,” replied Re- 
mus. “When you have become more 
matured and have attained a riper 
age you, too, under similar cireum- 
stances would reason differently. Why 
should I go about the country as a 
fugitive from justice—a man with a 
price on his head? If you have a 
clear conscience, you have nothing to 
fear and consequently why should I 
run away? A man who feels that he 
has performed a duty to society and 
that he has commited no moral wrong, 
would not run away from the conse- 
quences of his act, but would do just 
as I have done, give himself up.’ 

Urbane throughout the interview, he 
readily replied to every question put 
to him. Although Remus stated that 
he had only $36 when he left the At- 
lanta prison after serving the term im- 
posed upon him in federal court for 
violating the prohibition law. and that 
his wife had left him penniless, this 
apparently did not inflame him so 
much as his wife’s alleged association 
with “an officer of the government, 
sworn to uphold the law, who associat- 
ed with him seeking by every means 
to get me.” 

Asked if he had attempted to effect 
a zeconciliation with his wife, Remus 
replied: “How could 1? No sane man 
could.” 


MRS. REMU”’ DEATH 
ENDS DIVORCE SUIT. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, October 6.— 
(United News. ) —George Remus, 
thick-bodied, strong man, famous the 
couzrtry over as the “millionaire boot- 
legger.’’ shot and killed his wife, Imo- 
gene Holmes Remus, today as a mat- 
ter of principle. 

Remus’s avenging pistol forced 
America’s new millionaire underworld 
tou the attention of old-fashioned citi- 
zenry and brought to light .a story 
that in other days might have had 
a setting of hack alleys and cheap 
saloons instead of limousines, expen- 
sive hotels and grand pianos. 

For Remus, despite his $5,000,000 
in the bank, his excellent tailoring, 
his fondness for banqueting his 
friends and his boasted personal ab- 
is not a man to be | 
crossed. | 

Sudden Diamonds. 

Especially is he not a man to be 
double-crossed by the woman he dress- 
ed in sables and a_ prohibition 
“snooper’—as liquor racketeers call 
revenue men—while he was “doing a 
rap” in a federal penitentiafy. Re-| 
mus brooded behind the bars on the 
unfaithfulness of women who sud- 


He surrendered himself to the po- 
lice immediately after the shooting 
with a statement that will be under- 
stood from the Barbary coast to the 
Brooklyn waterfront. 

“IT am a man of principle, despite 
what people may say about me,” said 
Remus. “I never smoked, drank nor 
swore in my life. 

“Do you thing I am going to let 
that Franklin Dodge get away with 
it?’ 

Didn’t Trust Law. 

Dodge is a former department of 
justice agent named as corespondent 
by the underworld baron in his di- 
vorce petition. The divorce hearing 
was scheduled to take place within a 
few hours. Remus did not trust 
0 slow, awkward grinding of the 
aw. 

He knows it well. He has related 
modestly how he ran up $10,000 into 
more than $6,000,000 on the theory | 
that “every man has his price.” 

And Remus thought he had been 
made a laughing stock. He had been 
so sentimental as to entrust with a 
woman $1,000,000 of the nest egg 
that was to clean up his affairs with 
the law and establish him respect- 
ably the rest of his Jife. 

Like Melodrama. 

The last act in the real-life melo- 
drama took place soon after Mrs. | 
Remus and her 19-year-old daughter. 
Ruth, entered a taxicab in front of 
their hotel. to visit Mrs. Remus’s law- 

Their route lay through Eden 


Hardly had the brightly painted 
taxi started through the park when a| 
large, expensive and somberly tinted 
touring car-edged alongside. The big 
automobile crowded the taxi toward 
the edge of the road. Mistaking and 
resenting the menacing movement, 
the taxi-driver cursed and spunkily 
opened the throttle. Then a traffic 
signal halted him. 

Mrs. Remus had recognized one of 
the two men in the big car. She 
read the scene as plainly as if it 
had been written on the back of the 
driver's seat. When she saw Remus 
jump from the following automobile. 
she shoved her daughter down in the 


cab, leaped out and ran. 
Remus overtook the fleeing woman, 


who had once been his sweetheart. 
He read her death sentence in 30 
staccato unprintable words while he 
ran. Then his hand came out of his 
coat pecket, a dozen persons heard 
the sharp sound of an _ automobile 
backfiring, and Mrs. Remus fell 
the roadway. | 
Dies in Hospital. | 


She died in a hospital three hours 
later of a bullet wound in the breast. 

“He acted like a inadman.” Remus’ 
daughter said, describing the shoot- 
ing. “He called her vile uames and 
shot her.” 

Remus’ tastefully 
daughter referred to 
“Mr. Remus.” 

The baron’s quarrel with his wife 
began several years ago when the fed- 
eral government started out in earnest 
to “get” him. 

At that time he was worth about 
$6,500,000. Three thousand persons 
were in his employ. His business ter- 
ritory included eight states from New 
York to the Missouri river and from 
the Great Lakes to the stretches of 
the lower Ohio river valley. 

Gave No Lifts. 

By night and in open day, cara- 
vans of tarpaulin-covered trucks. saw- 
ed-off shotguns behind their drivers’ 
seats, threaded the highways of this 
territory, giving no “lifts” to hitch- 
hikers. They were Remus’s, the men 
who drove them were Remus’s, the men 
who would receive their loads were 
Remus’s, and the men who winked at 
the procedure were no less Remus’s. 


Even many of the dgug stores that 
peddled the illicit booze were Remus’s. 
He bought strings of them and made 
his own markets. He purchased manu- 
facturing firms that required alcoho! 
for legitimate purposes and diverted 
it to gin factories. As a crowning 
achievement, he bought entire eware- 
houses filled with whisky and kept 
under close government bond. 


For nearly three years Remus was 
able to bribe every man who stood 
in his way. Then he was indieted, 
tried and spent $1,500,000 defending 
himself. But he had $5,000,000 salted 
away—part of it with his wife d 
friends, whom he has since charged 
cheated him of the money while he 
was helpless in jail. 


From 1924 until last April the 
baron was imprisoned in various jails, 
in Atlanta and in the Portsmouth 
prison. 

“I'll collect every penny of 
said Remus when he came out.

It is said 
that Remus spent at least $1,000,000 
in a vain effort to escape the prison 
terms to which he was sentenced fol- 
lowing his conviction of a series of 
violations of the dry laws. 

The famous bootlegger was one of 
the most picturesque inmates the At- 
lanta prison ever housed. He conduct- 
ed himself as a model prisoner and 
before the Sartain-Fletcher trial was 
said to have enjoyed many privileges 
never allotted to the “ordinary prison- 
er.” Officials Of the institution dle- 
nied this, and although Sartain 13s 
now serving 18 months following his 
conviction on the charges of “con- 
spiring to accept bribes, the govern- 
ment never was able to convict I letch- 
er. Lawrence (Heinie) Reihl, Sar- 
tain’s friend, who also was convicted, 
was sentenced to serve 12 months. 

Mrs. Remus, a small, pretty bru- 
net, visited Atlanta many times, but 
tried to avoid publicity. She shunned 
reporters and was interviewed only 
by ruses.
